all that is oppressive in governments, all that 
is refractory and seditious among the people, 
all that is fierce, overbearing and unjust in the 
Conduct of nations to wards each other, is to 
give place to the law of love, carried equally 
into the greatest and the least transactions; 
wars are to cease, and all the domestic rela¬ 
tions to he sanctified”—we confess we never 
dreamed that it was no part of the missionary 
work to renovate and sanctify the public and 
social as well as individual life of its subjects; 
and that having gained the hear 
the hnv of lot 
ry it equally

slave, the ruler and the subject, giving such 
evidence of spiritual renovation, he all gath¬ 
ered into the same fold of Christ? And may 
they not all there and in this manner, under 
proper teaching, learn the great lesson, (so 
difficult for partially sanctified men to learn,) 
that in Christ Jesus there is neither Jew nor 
Greek, neither bond nor free; but that all are 
une in Him ?

mane and right, and because they are all 
children if the great household of God? By 
such influences, mainly, is not the great mor¬ 
al transformation to be Wrought in the master 
and the ruler, in the bondman and the op¬ 
pressed, all-important to both, and the only 
sure guaranty for permanent improvement in 
the social character and condition of either?” 

There can be no mistake then in respect to 
tile nature or the extent of the Board’s posi- 
rs all the ground , that we allege. 

And accordingly we find, by a statement of 
the Prudential Committee appended to the 
report, (p. 17,) that all that is here plead for 
has been actually done, and is still doing in 
the mission churches—that slave-masters are 
the churches among the Oberokees and 
Choctaws, “oppressive rulers” in those at the 
Sandwich Islands, and “proud Brahmins” in 
those oflndia, all welcomed and cherished as 
“children of the great household of God!”— 
And, ns if this were not sufficient, it is dow 
matter of official congratulation, that in the 
separation front it of all questions of morals, 
as matters of direct attention and injunction, 
and especially of those questions that relate 
*o the subjects in immediate consideration, 
there has been a great advance made in de¬ 
fining the nature of the missionary work, and 
guarding its spiritual character.”* _

Wails of the Capitol,” and then added, “we 
Should aiiri that this may be accomplished 
immediately,” we surely never thought that 
“the cause of good morals and religion” was 
not one, nor did we ever expecl to see the day 
when the separation of great questions of good 
morals from the missionary ’ 
officially hailed as the gr ' 

Spirituality, and a signal era of its success. 

But we seetn to have been mistaken. True; 
the peccadillos of morality are still to receive 
attention, and where not properly observed, 
are to be dealt with in the way of reproof and 
discipline. But, just where man’s relations to 
man are most fundamental, and the obliga¬ 
tions to a sound morality most Sacred, and its 
practical observance most vital to all that is 
true, honest, just, pure, lovely, and of good 
report, either in itself or consequences, there, 
weave now told, that the missionary work 
has least to do with the mortality of its sub¬ 
jects; that, so .long as the individual gives 
evidence of piety, his being a slaveholder, or 
an “oppressive ruler,” or a “proud Brah¬ 
min,” or the husband of several wives, is not 
to awaken remonstrance, and, if persevered 
iti, constitute a barrier to the visible cliureh— 
hut that in his person these abominations, one 
hnd all, are to be welcomed to the church 
the scriptural and better way for their ct 
rection; and that there the correction is to be 
Sought rather as the spontaneot/k and gradual 
working of the supposed inward piety, than 
by any direct application and earnest enforce¬ 
ment of the second great commandment of the 
law.

Nor, however strange all this may seem, in 
3 distinct development to the churches, is it 
ther new, or confined to even these limits, 

, fa r as file present directors of the missionary 
work-, in the case of the Board, are concern¬ 
ed. The same principle and policy have been 
enjoined by the Prudential Committee and 
I .acted upon by the missionaries in the Mediter- 
tean for years, iti respect to idolatry itself, 
it prevails in the nominally Christian orien¬ 
tal churches. Toward 'the close of 1838, the 
Rev. Cyrus Hamlin, was set apart as a mis¬ 
ery of the Board to the Nestorians. In 
instructions given him by the Prudental 
Committee on that occasion, “the objects of 
the missions to the oriental Churches and the 
neans of prosecuting them” were distinctly 
iet forth. Respecting these the committee 
laid, (Her. vol. 85, p. 41:) 

“Our object is not to subvert them; not to 
pull down and build up anew. It is to reform 
them; to revive among them, as has been said, 
the knowledge and spirit of the Gospel. We 
■e content that their present ecclesiastical 
organization should remain, provided the 
knowledge and spirit of the Gospel can he re- 
ved under it. It may also be said of the 
tes and ceremonies of those sects, that they 
•e mere outworks, which it is not necessary 
i remove before you comb to the citadel;— 
id an assault upon them will awaken more 
arm, more fierce hostility,.more general and 
decided opposition, than upon the citadel it¬ 
self. Direct your whole force to the princi¬ 
pal post, aud when that is taken the others 
will fall at once.” .. . 

In the course of 1839, other missionaries 
sailed to the eastern churches. To these 
(Her. vol. 35, p. 363) the committee also 

Sii “Let the gospel be your grand theme; and 
see that it be not lost sight of by those among 
whom you labor. Yea, the gospel, and not 
discussions about fasts and feasts, about 
rites and ceremonies, about the thousand 
modest forms of religious observance, which 
the people among whom you go have substi¬ 
tuted for the gospel; though these discussions 
have their place and importance, and will oc¬ 
casionally be forced upon you.” 

Similar instructions have been repeatedly 
triveti, and extracts from them might he qi 
fed at almost, any length, to show, that wh 
ever else the missionaries might do, they vvi 
not directly to reprove or oppose the super¬ 
stitions and idolatries of those churches. And 
these instructions have been given to guide 
the mission to the Greek church, no less than 
that to the Armenian, and that to the Nestor- 
, an . And accordingly the missionaries de¬ 
clare that in their intercourse vvitli the 
hers of the Greek church, they “studiously 
avoid all collision with the rites and ceremo- 
iiias of the church.”’ Yet as the committee 
allow, these are everywhere rested upon by 
their deluded votaries as “a Substitute for ihe 
OS i, e j ” Of one of them, witnessed in the 
same 1839, the Scotch Deputation that then 

visited the East, sa V :--“D was altogether 
scene of the grossest idolatry.” And as every 
one at all familiar with them knows, they 
throughout essentially superstitious, or 
irou's. in January, 1844, niter he hat. 
driven from his position among the N 
rinnsto Constantinople, and after it bad been

And in view of the whole, Mr. Hamlin then 
upbraids the Episcopal Church for attempt¬ 
's j" sl What the Board and its missionaries 
ad all along been actually doing. His lan¬ 
guage is: — 

“It is with this church, that the Episcopal 
Church of the United States is to go forth in 
loving union, to subdue Mohammedanism, 
Judaism, and idolatry! And upon the delu- 
ihersof this chuich, it thinks it im¬ 
portant to enforce the doctrine of implicit obe¬ 
dience to their bishops—obedience to those 
who cause the name of Christ to he blnspemed 
among the Gentiles, and. who compel Moham¬ 
medans to speak in honest indignation against 
Christianity and its idols. Can any enlight¬ 
ened Christian do less than to protest, on 
every proper occasion, that this is not Chris¬ 
tianity.” 

Nor is even this the end of the matter. In 
he year 1839, the Rev. J. D. Paxton, a Pres- 
jyterian minister in good standing, then re- 
'.eutly returned from a visit to the Mediter¬ 
ranean, in a letter addressed to Dr. Anderson, 
through the Louisville, (Ky.,) Protestant and 
Herald, said:— 

“There are at Beyroot persons, who for 
ears'have given hopeful evidence of piety; 
tid more recently others have professed con- 
ersion and been baptized; but ofthese, when 
I left, none were members of the mission 
•h. They were indeed allowed to cotn- 
witli the missionaries, and the iriisshiu- 
took a kind of oversight of them; but 
they were not admitted as members. They 
tlleged that they could not in conscience re¬ 
main in the Greek church. They have tnan- 
fested a great concern to be in the mission 
thurch, or to he organized into a scriptural 
e-btifeh by themselves, hot neither request has 
been granted. The plan is to keep them in 
the corrbpt churches in which they were 
;ised. But as they declare they cannot in 
. jnsciftnce remain in those churches—they 
cannot conform to their riles without com¬ 
mitting the siti of idolatry, nor have fellow¬ 
ship with those churches w ithont having fel¬ 
lowship with idolators, they are considered as 
a no church—and as in these Countries and 
tnong these communities, it is considered as 
;reatiy disgriieeful to be out of the church, it 
nust he and is most trying to these persons 
o be with their families thus situated. While 
t must have a damping effect on the zea! ot 
hose converts, and does them a manifest in¬ 
justice, it must have a discouraging effect on 
others, whose minds may be dissatisfied with 
tire corruptions fry which they are surrounded. 
The great benefit arising from having a pure 
church exemplifying living Christianity is lost. 
Nqw a pure spiritual church Connected with 
a plain and hold exhibition of the gospel in 
all ils hearings, is one of the most powerful 
means of grace that God has given to man.— 
But this most important benefr, is nearly, if 
not wholly lost on the present plan. The 
church was to he the light of the world—a 
l ily set on an bill. The “sapping and min¬ 
im;” plan reverses the matter, ard keeps a 
pure church as much as may he outofsight.” 

Such then is the position of the Board, and 
such its methods of propagating the Gospel. 
In heathen communities, where no churches 
are, they are eager to erect them; 
than come into direct and uncompromising 
collision with the slavery, oppression, cas 
or polygamy that prevail, they are ready 
give those, in the persons of supposed cc 
verts, an easy and early admission to I 
church, as the better way to guard the con¬ 
verts and correct their sins. In nominally 
Christian communities, the same temporizing 
policy dictates the opposite proceeding.-— 

T here, this earnest care to have the converts 
separate from old relations and associations, 
and specially under the eye amt influence of 
the missionary, lest temptation be too strong, 
and as the better way of correcting remaining 
error and sin, is all evaporated. 'Though the 
prevailing errors and iniquity tie idolatry it¬ 
self in the name of Christ, and Christ be 
blasphemed on account of it among the Gen¬ 
tiles, and converts give undoubted evidence 
of piety, and cannot in conscience rerna 
longer in fellowship with such eorruptin 
and ask to be admitted to the Mission chore 
or be organized in seripturalehurc.hes ofthi 
own, still, sooner than come in collision with 
it, such converts nr« fog years denied their 
reasonable arid scriptural request; and a 
thrust back, in violation of their Christi. 
conscience, into the midst of this idolatry, 
all its revolting forms, or driven to the dis¬ 
grace, of coming out into the wide world 
without any regular church relations what¬ 
ever. Yes, not only do the missionaries them¬ 
selves forbear direct collision with ihes 
stitutes for the gospel, hut when men 
been enlightened by the truth and spirit of God, 
and beg to he separate from them, the mis¬ 
sionaries reject their cry, and shut them up 
for years together, to the one alternative of 
Come-outism, where Come-outism is deepest | 
disgrace, or conformity, w here conformity is 
the practice or fellowship of idolatry. 

WHAT THIS POSITION AND THESE METHODS 
CLAIM TO BE. 

Yet these methods claim to be eminently 
spiritual and scriptural, It is in no spirit of 
hostility or''contention, but in that of sincere 
Dhristian grief that, we cannot so accept 
them, As we read the bihle and lessons of 
providence, and as we understand the 
nature of a true Christian experience, we 
are compelled to say of them—“This ought 
ve to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone.” In seeking the regeneration, by 
the spirit, of the soul, as the first and great 
tiling, and as the only sure’ foundation and 
right spring to alf else, these methods do well. 
Not to do this would he to neglect the first 
and great commandment. But there is a sec¬ 
ond commandment “like unto” the first.— 
And, in failing to seek a renovation of the 
life, as of like obligation with, and the only 
sure evidence of the soul’s; and especially, in 
failing to seek such renovation of the life just 
where its relations are most sacred, and a true 
conduct most imperative and important, these 
methods Seem to ns to be nut only a clear 
violation of 'the second commandm< 
equally a perversion of the gospel an 
parture from the bible methods of its propo- 
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and reigning Christ, that 
him Lord, Lord, but in works deny him, and 
deny him most, where they should most con¬ 
fess him? No, we cannot accept these as bi¬ 
de methods. In the name of our Master and 
his gospel, and a lost world, and nature l.er- 
self, we must and do protest against them ns 
unrighteous, unscripturnl and ruinous; and 
sk all friends of missions to give our rea- 
a candid consideration. A volume 
would hardly pesent them folly, lint briefly 
they are these.

The petitioners invoke the clemency ol 
the Governor in behalf of the prisoner in con¬ 
sequence of his failing health. Dr. Gibson, 
the physician of the Penitentiary, certifies 
“that Charles T. Torrey. is in a condition of 
ill health,calculated to authorize the presump¬ 
tion that he will Dot live a great while longer. 
The symptoms are those of incipient con¬ 
sumption.” 

The following extracts from Mrs. Torrey’s 
petition, presents the reasons which she ur¬ 
ges upon the Governor for the pardon of her 
husband. It hardly seems possible that, uii- 
dev such circumstances, the petition will be 
refused:— Anti-slavery Standard: 

In the first place, my husband admits that 
he assisted two slave, who had prevhmsly run 
away, in their attempt to go to a free State.— 
But their running away was without any 
knowledge or enticement on his part. Fhere 
is no.doubt the slaves belonged to Mr. Her.k- 
rotte, though my husband did not know to 
whom they belonged at the time. An ar¬ 
rangement has been made to satisfy Mr. Heck- 
rotte. for the loss of those slaves, by a compen¬ 
sation for them. Whatever niy husband’s or 
my own views of Slavery may have been, we 
do not, and shall not, deem it pur duty, in 
any unconstitutional manner, to interfere with 
it. It has ever been a source of regret with 
me, that my husband thus took counsel of his 
feelings, rather than his judgi 
never approved of the practice of the citizens 
of interfering with ils lav's; and should 
request he granted, i feel authorized to j. 

'the fullest assurance, both to you, and the 
people of Maryland, that my husband 
never visit your State for that purpose, i ue 
offence, though a violation of your criminal 
code, in the circumstances under which it 
was eormniled, I think yon will admit, in¬ 
volves no moral guilt. But it was a sudden, 
rash, and imprudent yielding to his sympa¬ 
thies, regardless of the consequences to him¬ 
self or others. For this aet, my husband has 
already suffered six months incarceration in 
your gaol, and one year’s imprisonment in 
your penitentiary. His health is failing—his 
mental faculties are impaired, and unless mer¬ 
cy is extended, he will die nr become a mani¬ 
ac ere the term for which he is imprisoned 
shall have expired. 

As a wife, whose heart bleeds w ith sorrow 
for one she loves, and whose happiness is 
involved in his; as a mother, whose little ones 
by her side, in their innocent inquiries for 
their beloved lather, are constantly reminding 
her of her blasted hopes, I entreat you it 
grant me my request.

Free Trade.— On the 27th, Sir Robert 
Peel, in a speech of four hours, opened his 
plans of commercial policy, lie said that 
during the last three years there had been in¬ 
creased -production and increased consump¬ 
tion, coneurent with the repeal of prohibitive 
and the reduction of protective duties. 

His proposition is, that Indian corn, (iota- 
toes, fresh and salted meat, pork, bacon, veg¬ 
etables, hay, animals, &<•., are to he admit¬ 
ted immediately duly free —on butter and 
cheese, caudles and soap, and other articles, 
the duties are to he reduced one half from the 
present rates. With regard to Corn, (wheat, 
flour, &.c.,) in lieu of the present slidingseale, 
when the average price of wheat is 48s the 
quarter, the duty falling by one shilling with 
ry Shilling of rise in price, fill on reaching 
, the duty is to he a fixed oue of 4*. This 
igated scale is to continue iu force three 
years, and to disappear entirely on the 1st of 
Feb., 1849. This is tbe substance of the pro¬ 
posed scheme. 

A great effort has been made by the League, 
to make the abolition of the Corn Laws im¬ 
mediate, entire and unconditional. They ar¬ 
gue for it so'eiy from a view to the benefit of 
ihe agricultural interest. The League say 
that if the trade is thrown open at once.it 
Id not produce any shock to the farmer. 
Actually, be would not know it. 

The best informed men in the corn trade 
confident that in any case prices will, on 
whole, keep rising from now until after 
:t harvest. They must. There is not the 
n at this moment in the world that could 
hurt the English farmer. Over the greater 
part of Europe, scarcity has been officially 
proclaimed for some months past. America 
has a surplus, but it is only a chance surplus, 
hearing no sort of proportion to our needs — 
America did not know that we were coming, 
and has therv fore made no preparation for us. 
For such surplus as thefe happens to be, we 
shall have our European neighbors competing 
with us as purchasers.” 

But on the other plan, you have not only to 
have a panic now, but another and a still 
worse panic three years hence, audit is im¬ 
possible to foretell under what circumstances 
it may then occur. If prices should then be 
high, it may not be so bad, hut it must be re¬ 
membered that the proposed “season of prep¬ 
aration” will he as available to the foreign 
agriculturist, as to the English farmer. If the 
years 1S47 and 1848 should bo years of abun¬ 
dance, Europe and America v\ill keep their 
corn at home, ail waiting for the 1st of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1849.

Speech of M. Guizot in the French Chum. 

ber of Tecre, on tho President’* Men- 

Bilge. 

Tho Europctin Times give* from it* Paris 
correspondent, the following obstruct of this 
speech, which has caused ijuite a “sensation” 
tit Paris. At. Guizot was called out hy some 
remarks ninde by another Peer, in reference 
to Texas in the discussion of the King 
speech:— 

The speech of the Foreign Minister of 
France was one of tho most remarkable lie 
has ever delivered. Alassive in argument, 
lofty in tone, irresistible in eloquence, it is 
even entitled to rank with the most effective 
of any discourses that have ever been deliv¬ 
ered in any parliament. [Our correspondent 
here gives n summary of Ai. Guizot’s reason¬ 
ing relative to Texas, which we deem it un¬ 
necessary to repeat in this place, ns it will be 
found in the inner form, in nearly the 
terms, and then proceeds.] Ho went 
say that he might have broken off there, but 
he begged permission to refer to the remarks 
of the President’s Alessuge on the general re¬ 
lations of France with the United States, and 
of the general policy of the U. States towards 
France and Europe. He would himself n 
have opened such a discussion, and it wi 
not either in the interest or the necessity of] 
the tsvo countries to have opened it; but, 
since it was opened, he had no hesitation to 
say his entire thoughts about it. They i 
tertaiueil the same good sentiments in i 
same good relations to the United States 
they had always done, and they meant to 
maintain them. They meant to be always 
for the United States, old and sincere friends. 
But the United States are not what they were 
sixty years ago. Then they were just creat¬ 
ed, badly constituted, and needed support— 
paternal support. Now they have grown and 
prospered, and taken their places among the 
powerful of the earth. 

Far from regretting,‘they applauded and 
rejoiced at this prosperity and grandeur; and 
not only did they rejoice at their present gran¬ 
deur, but at their great destinies in the future. 
Opinions might differ as to the merits of their 
social organization and their political institu¬ 
tions; but it was impossible not to recognize 
in that society, and by consequence in its in¬ 
fluence, principles of justice, of humanity, of 
well-being for men, which have beeu wanting 
ill the greater part of the States, which have 
become great and powerful in the world.— 
There was reason to hope that, in spite of all 
the imperfections, all the chunces, nil the ob¬ 
scurities of the future of this great people, it 
will exercise its influence in a manner more 
moral and more useful than many other great 
people. They were, therefore far from com¬ 
plaining of, or being alarmed ut the present 
.and future greatness of the United States.— 
But they were obliged to take into serious 
consideration, and regard with a vigilant, not 
distrustful eye, their greatness mid strength; 
and nobody could be surprised that, in the in¬ 
terest of their country, they should maintniii 
the independence of their policy towards the 
United States great and powerful in quite a 
different manner (tout autrement) than they 
had done towards the United Stales newly- 
boru, and hardly sure to live. 

Even if the simplest common sense do not 
tench them that conduct, the message of the 
President of the United States indicated it 
clearly. It was not for him to say that the 
words of the I’resideut were either opportune 
or measured; but they were frank, explicit, 
and honorable. He bad read them attentive¬ 
ly, and bad sought, in the interests of his 
country, the policy they conveyed. He found 
two things which uppeured to him excessive¬ 
ly grave. The first was that the United 
Slates have nut taken and will not take purl 
ifor or against any one in the affairs of Eu¬ 
rope. They profess they practice u perfectly 
isolated policy with regard to Europe; iude- 
peot neutrality. He did not blame them. He 
would go further, and say, it was their inter¬ 
est, well understood, and that interest was 
good policy. "But then (pray, mark these 
words, they are of vast importance! the Uni¬ 
ted States, enuout be astonished that we do 
the same; they cannot be astonished that the 
policy of France wilhbe, with respect to the 
United States, a* independent, ns purely at¬ 
tached to the national interest, as uro the U. 
States themselves. 

What they practice—what they are a right 
to practice—is as good a rule of policy for us 
us for them. We ought to guard the same 
independence—we ought to seek equal¬ 
ly in all the questions in which we may ho 
engaged the national interest without gncrific- 


Statcs, bat with the same sentiments of friend-1 
ship as had always beeu shown towards them; 
they should all lie maintained without giving | 
to the United States any grout cause of com- ' 
taint, hut without regarding any illegitimate 
pretension. For this the United States them-! 
selves hud given them a striking example. 

At tho time of the French revolution, W ash- j 
nglon hud steadily resisted the popular clain- 
ir to engage in the conflicts it created in Eu- 
rope; to maintain a strict independence tow¬ 
ards all European States—to he the ally of 
none, France or any others.

They were not now in similar circum¬ 
stance*, but he hesitated not to sny, that the 
fundamental principle of the policy of Wash¬ 
ington at that time, since become that of bis 
country, ought to govern that of France.— 
And for his part, ns long ns he had, or should 
the honor to sit in the councils of the 
i, he—the friend as sincere and affec- 

_ e ns any one of the grout government of 

the United States, accepting willingly their 
present greatness and their future greatness; 
ho would maintain not the less in nil the 
questions great and little which may arise in 
the new world ns in the old—be would main¬ 
tain not the less the full independence of the 
policy of his country —he would practice not 
the less what nppoured to him conformable 
to the interest of France. 

“And,” he added, in conclusion, “I am sure 
that in doing thut, we shall he understood ami 
approved even in the United States. 1 know 
the power of populur errors. I know the em¬ 
pire of nopiilnr passions; hut I know also that 
the modern free Suites, whatever he the form 
of their government, monarchic or republican, 
whatever he their sociul organization, aristo¬ 
cratic or democratic—repose nlvvays on this 
conviction. 1 will say willingly on this faith, 
that, whatever he the error of the moment, 
after a long mid free examination by the em¬ 
pire of discussion and of liberty, truth, justice, 
reason, good sense finish hy prevailing, and 
by directing public affairs. It is this hope, 
this faith, which makes the existence and the 
safety of modern free States. It will not be 
the United States which will give to this salu¬ 
tary and sublime faith a painful denial.u
